Assistant Librarian/Reader/Court Officer or its 
equivalent post; 

OR 

7 years’regular service in the post of Personal 
Assistant/Judicial Assistant/Judicial Translator/ 
Assistant Librarian/Chief Cashier or its 
equivalent post or combined service in any of 
these posts and the posts mentioned in clause (b) 
above; and 

(c) Possessing a speed of not less than 120 w.p.m. in 
English Shorthand and 45 w.p.m. in English 
Typing on Computer with proficiency in 
Computer. 

Desirable : 

Bachelor Degree in Law (LL.B.) from a recognized 

University. 

(B)(ii)-For direct recruits: 

Essential: 

(a) Graduate from a recognized University; 

(b) 5 years’ regular service in stenographic post 
having Grade Pay of Rs. 4,600/- and/or above, 

OR 

7 years’ regular service in stenographic post 
having Grade Pay of Rs. 4,200/- and/or above, 
in any Government Department (Central or 
State)/Autonomous Body/Constitutional 

Body/Statutory Body/Public Sector Undertaking; 
and 

(c) Possessing a speed of not less than 120 w.p.m. in 
English Shorthand and 45 w.p.m. in English 
Typing on Computer with proficiency in 
Computer. 

Desirable : 

Bachelor Degree in Law (LL.B.) from a recognized 

University. 

(A) 25% of the posts by 

promotion on the 
basis of seniority- 
cum-merit from 

Senior Personal 

Assistants -of this 
Court. 

(B) (i)&(ii) : 75% of the 
posts by selection on 
merit on the basis of: 

(a) performance in written 

examination comprising 
of one paper in 
English language 

(Essay, Grammer and 
Translation); 

(b) qualifying skill test of 

shorthand dictation in 
English of 5 minutes 
duration at the speed 
of 120 w.p.m. to be 
transcribed on 

computer in English m 
40 minutes, and typing 
test in English of 10 
minutes duration on 
computer at the speed 
of 45 w.p.m. 

(Note : Each participant 
will be given opportunity 
to appear in two shorthand 
dictation transcription tests 
and best of the two will be 
considered] : 

and 

(c) Performance in viva- 
voce test/interview. 

In case, requistite number 
of candidates do not 
qualify for selection on 
merit in terms of provisions 
of clause (B)(i), 

appointment will be made 
in terms of clause (B)(ii).
